PAE BUILDINGS ORDINANCE. 
——_—-@—_—_—__-. 

At receiit, meetings of the Lealdlauye 
Council a Bill to amend the Public Health 
and Buildings’ Ordinance, 1903, was con- 
sidered and passed the third reading at the 
sitting on Monday last. ‘The object of, this 
‘amending Ordinance was to effect cer 
tain alterations in the Principal Ordinance 
principally on the recommendation of the 
Sanitary’ Board. 
. General explained, in the statement of “ ob- 
jects and reasons,”that the practical working 
of the Ordinance had shown these amend- 
inents to be necessary. An amendment was 
made in the Arbitration clauses by which 
power is conferred upon the arbitrators, 
provided for in ‘the Ordinance, to take 
into their consideration, in- determining 
the amount of compensation which may 
be .payable in any given case, the ‘fact 
that the rental of the premises is enhan- 
ced by. reason of its. being overcrowded. 
Section 2 of the new Bill contemplates the 
substitution of certain new definitions in 


lieu of those in the Principal Ordinanee,. 


among them being obe to define the expres- 
sion “external air.” ‘This new definition of 
sub-section 26 of section 6 was introduced, 
as stated by the Attorney General, in order 
to: give effect to- the Board's recommenda- 
tion. The term “ external air” as embodied 
in the new law and adopted by the Council 
is defined to mean “a clear and unobstruct- 


ed open space which, when measured from 


and at right angles to the external surface of 
a wall, has a dimension of not less than 
13° feet throughout the extent of any 
window opening in such wall.” ‘This 
appears not to accord with. the views 
| of the Chinese members of the: Sanitary 
Board and of. Mr, Rumjahn, another. mam. 
ber of.the Board, and who took part in the 


Consideration of the draft bill as a member 
of the sub-committee especially appointed 
by the Board to consider the measure in its 
draft form. From the lengthy minutes 
among a mass of correspondence that was. 
laid on the table at the Board meeting this 
afternoon and which are found printed else: 
where in this issue, the objecting members 
challenged the accurracy of the statement 
that the Board recommended the adoption 
of a definition which, they allege, did 
not find favour with the .majority of its 
members. 
minutes now published that the Government 
had misapprehended the Board's intention. 
It is contended that the’ majority of the 
sub-committed agreed that any unobstructed 
Open space ‘eight feet wide in front, 12 feet 
wide on the side and 13 feet wide in the 
rear of existing buildings should be reckon- 
ed as external air, the Director of Public 
Works being the only member who in: 
sisted on providing 13 feet in. front.’ ‘The 
minimum open: space insisted on by the 
Vice-President is undoubtedly a judicious, 
one, especially when legislation in regard to 
Chinese: tenement houses is considered. .No 
provision can be too liberal whereby light 
and air could be admitted freely into the 
habitations of a ‘class of people ‘who, by 


their natural propensity to huddle together |. 


in crowded quarters, require better housing 
than, with the sanction of past legislation, 
they have been permitted hitherto to do. 
On the other hand, there seems much 
force in the arguments urged by Messrs, 
Rumjahn, Lau and Fung, and as the Bill 
has already passed the third reading and 
awaits the assent of His Excellency the 
Officer Administering the Government only 
as a matter of form, previous to its transmis: 
sion home for confirmation, the protest is 
made rather-late in the day. - The _ question | 
of \compensation, however,. to the owners 
aggrieved would probably have to remain in 
abeyance, and is a subject. which might be 
re-opened when the ‘promised Improvemen 
Trust for Hongkong receives the sanction 
‘of the Secretary of Staté for the Colonies.
